Interesting facts in the history of | 
the York Springs community from | 
tile clays of tin* earliest settlers to 
the 1830's 
when 
“York Sulphur 
Springs” was the favorite resort of 
tile wealthy socialites of Baltimore 
end Philadelphia were recounted at 
tile 
May meeting 
of the 
Adams 
county historical 
society Monday 
exiling in the York Springs high 
school. 
Charles E. Stable, Esq., president 
cf 
tile society, 
presided at the 
meeting, 
which was 
attended by 
about 40 members 
of the society 
and residents of the community. 
Dr. S. W Frost, Arendtsville, told 
of the Indian inhabitants of the 
section and exhibited a collection or 
arrowheads gathered in the York 
Springs area. He showed a map of 
Adams county indicating tile prob­ 
able 
location 
of 
Indian 
burial 
grounds. 
Early Narnee 
Tile meeting 
developed into 
a 
round table discussion of outstand­ 
ing events in York Springs history, j 
It was related that the town was 
known first 
as 
Huntington, then 
Petersburg. 
When 
the 
sulphur I 
springs became widely known, the 
town 
was 
called 
York 
Sulphur j 
Springs, but that name w'as finally ! 
rhortened to York Springs. 
Discussion of the probable origin 
of 
some 
names of 
the section > 
brought forth the information that 
“Bermudian.” the name of several 
streams in Hie section, was the In- I 
dian name 
for “muddy stream.” ■ 
Larimore and 
Huntington, names 
of adjacent townships, are probably 
ct English origin. 
One of the early settlers of the 
eoTTMnumty was the Rev. Thomas 
’ Barton, who prior 
to the French 
end Indian war was a missionary 
to the Indians and later organized 
a company of men who fought tile 
Indians 
after “Huntington” 
had 
been the scene of raids by the .sav­ 
ages. 
It wa.s stated that it is be­ 
lieved that a blockhouse once stood 
on the site of the present Chester 
Worley home, near York Springs. 
First white settlers were German 
Mid English. 
They were probably 
attracted to the section by the 50 
ra tu ral springs in 
the immediate 
vicinity, the excellent farm land 
ard the presence of considerable 
limestone that was of value. 
Famed Mineral Waters 
Tile sulphur springs that later 
brought fame to the section were 
discovered 
on the Kent Gardner 
farm. a mile and a half east of the 
present town. 
Tile territory was 
then the 
plantation of 
a Jacob 
Fickes. The waters were found to 
include minerals with a high med­ 
ical value and from 1820 to 1840 
Clcwds of the elite from Baltimore 
and Philadelphia gathered 
there 
during the summer months. Among 
tile noted persons reported to have 
' isited tile springs was Elizabeth 
Patterson, of Baltimore, 
divorced 
wife of Jerome Napoleon, brother 
c t the former Emperor of France. 
York Springs supplied several sta­ 
tions for the “underground railway" 
in the days prior to the Civil War. 
8 lubes were secreted in large farm 
dwellings on the Hillary Kennedy 
and 
Chorley 
farms, 
near 
York 
Springs. 
Those stations were the 
first ,*top north of the McAllister 
Mills ruction, south of here. 
The 
Kennedy farm. then owned by a 
Mr. Wit rman, may have been se­ 
lected for use in the secret trans­ 
portation of slaves, because the 
owner was related by marriage to 
Benjamin Lundy, great anti-slavery 
leader of that day, it was related. 
A resident of York Springs, the 
Rev. John Mar sd en, introduced into 
Adams county the silk worm indus­ 
try which resulted in the planting

Dr. Dickson ex­ 
plained that this is below the aver­ 
age for hospitals throughout the 
country, according to a recent ex­ 
tensive survey. 
$128,000 Free Service 
The value of free service at the 
hospital in fifteen years was placed 
at $128,609. State aid amounted to 
, $39,400, with no state appropriation 
since November, 1935; county aid 


I totals $36,000 with no financial re- 
| numeration since October, 1935. 
These figures, Dr. Dickson said. 
I show a deficit of approximately $53.- 
209 or an annual deficit of approxi­ 
mately $3,700 which the institution 
has been compelled to make up 
through various means. 
The endowment fund of the insti­ 
tution totals $38,000 with liabilities 
placi d at $18,000. This leaves a net 
value of approximately $20,000. 
The appraised valuation of the 
grounds and building Is about $200,- 
000 with an additional $50,000 for 
equipment.
